Football 

For  five  consecutive  years  Bloomfield  High  has  been  at  the  top  of  the  heap 
in  the  State  high  school  football  world.  A  record  of  five  championships  in  a 
rowf  is  unsurpassed  in  the  history  of  school  football  in  New  Jersey. 

The  Bengals  have  not  lost  a  game  in  the  last  26  contests.  The  1934 
schedule  was  marred  by  a  loss  in  the  first  game  of  the  season  to  Garfield,  on  a 
muddy  field.  Thereafter,  the  Bengals  swept  the  remainder  of  its  opposition 
away.  # 

Not  a  single  opposing  team  crossed  the  Bloomfield  goal  line  in  1935,  but 
Phillipsburg  was  declared,  by  the  State  Association,  co-champions. 

To  offset  such  an  eventuality  in  1936,  Phillipsburg  was  scheduled  for  the 
first  game  at  the  High  School  stadium  and  the  Delaware  River  outfit  was 
swamped  by  a  score  of  52 — 0.  Dickson  of  Jersey  City  proved  a  tough  nut  to 
crack  and  tied  our  team  6 — 6.  The  team  swept  through  the  remainder  of  its 
games  however,  unbeaten  for  another  season. 

It  scored  286  points,  more  points  than  any  other  high  or  prep  team  in  the 
State.  It  had  the  highest  single  score  of  the  season — 68  points  against  South- 
side  of  Newark,  with  only  13  points  scored  against  them  all  season. 

To  this  record  the  members  of  the  February  1937  Class  have  contributed 
no  small  part.  In  fact,  there  are  perhaps  more  athletes  graduating  from  this 
class  than  from  any  other  in  the  history  of  the  school.  Eight  members  of  the 
class  played  stellar  roles  on  the  football  team. 


Here  is  the  cast: 

Ted  Mazur,  master  tactician  on  the  football  field,  played  on  three  cham¬ 
pionship  teams,  1934,  5,  6,  and  was  awarded  all-state  honors  in  1935-6. 

Sal  Nicosia,  all-state  guard  in  1935,  played  on  three  championship  teams 
and  was  captain  in  1936. 

Ed  McCormick,  tackle  on  three  championship  teams,  and  honorably  men¬ 
tioned  for  all-state  in  1935,  also  second  team  all-state  in  1936. 

Joe  Lucas,  one  of  the  best  guards  in  the  state,  played  on  all  three  cham¬ 
pionship  teams  and  was  honorably  mentioned  for  all-state  in  1936. 

Mike  Tortoriello,  another  member  of  the  Bloomfield  stone  wall,  played 
end  with  1935-6  champions. 

Pete  Sheyka  played  guard  on  the  1935  team. 

Tommy  Fitzgerald  was  a  classy’  end  in  1934-5. 

Joe  Daniels  was  a  'nemesis’  to  Bloomfield’s  opponents.  One  of  the  out¬ 
standing  tackles  in  the  state,  he  played  on  all  three  championship  teams  and  was 
selected  as  all-state  tackle,  both  in  1935  and  36.

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Girls  Athletics 


Basically,  competitive  sports  are  intended  to  build  not  only  a  sound  body, 
but  to  develop  character,  clean  living,  sportsmanship,  self  reliance,  fair  play  and 
a  spirit  of  cooperatin  and  loyalty. 

Although  the  fund  for  athletic  activities  among  the  girls  is  limited,  op* 
portunity  has  been  provided  for  getting  the  best  out  of  the  competitive  sports. 

Under  the  able  leadership  of  Miss  Edith  C.  Russell,  the  girls’  athletic  in¬ 
structor,  the  junior  and  senior  gym  teams  give  annual  exhibitions,  have  organ¬ 
ized  baseball  and  basketball  teams,  a  swimming  team  and  an  archery  team. 

The  Gym  exhibitions  held  in  the  spring  are  the  high  lights  in  the  girls’ 
athletic  activities.  These  include  not  only  the  usual  gymnastic  displays,  but 
military  drills  and  dancing  numbers  which  are  a  credit  to  the  school. 

So  brilliant  was  the  exhibition  in  1935  that  a  public  demand  for  a  special 
performance  in  the  high  school  auditorium  was  granted  and  the  entertainment 
was  widely  acclaimed. 

Interclass  baseball  and  basketball  competition  developed  keen  rivalry,  and 
although  our  class  might  not  fare  so  well  against  a  team  of  boys,  still  the  basic 
elements  of  competitive  sport  have  been  fully  absorbed.
